Mind Your Eye Conference: Preventing crime is 
recognizing and minimizing risk

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His enlightening morning 
talk confronted issues of se¬ 
curity for businesses, but also 
contained a great deal of 
sound advice on a personal 
and home security level. Mr. 
Zehring is a law enforcement 
veteran of the Mesa, Arizona 
Police Department, and 
founder of the Arizona-based 
International Crime Free As¬ 
sociation. Regarded as one of 
the foremost experts in crime 
prevention, Zehring trains 
police recruits about crime, 
community policing method¬ 
ologies, crime prevention sci¬ 
ence, crime prevention 
programs, as well as cutting 
edge crime prevention tech¬ 
niques. His lectures are based 
on his 22 years of employ¬ 
ment with the Mesa Arizona 
Police Department, which in¬ 
cludes his supervision of the 
city's crime prevention unit 
and a team of detectives as¬ 
signed to rental property 
crime prevention programs. 

Two of the most startling 
videos he presented were 
homemade from his stay on 
Aruba; he demonstrated how 
easily he was able to bypass 
the key-card lock on his hotel 


door, and the combination of 
the in-room safe. Both 
processes took only seconds 
and are the sort of thing any 
experienced thief would 
know, if not, they can easily 
find out how by watching a 
video on the Internet. 

"Many times, the personal 
security that your employees 
and colleagues use, effects 
your corporate security," he 
explained. A 10-second video 
showed how quickly and eas¬ 
ily a computer-wise perpetra¬ 
tor could set up a an account 
in a computer to allow access 
whenever they cared to, en¬ 
abling them to circumnavi¬ 
gate protective passwords. 
"Train employees to never 
leave their station with the 
computer on and vulnerable; 
they should at least sign-off 
or put it in sleep mode, re¬ 
quiring a password to gain 
any access." Video on 
Youtube also instruct thieves 
how to easily bypass the pin 
code of an iPhone, allowing 
access to all the information. 
"It has become a practice for 
people to store their pass¬ 
words on their phones, but 
this can also leave you vul¬ 


nerable." Other common 
areas known to thieves where 
people will write down and 
store passwords: under the 
keyboard, phone, mouse pad, 
desks or in the top drawer. It 
is important be more creative 
in storing hard to remember 
passwords. The same system 
on smartphones that allows 
users to monitor their homes 
will allow a hacker to moni¬ 
tor the user's movements and 
location of valuables within 
the home. The same app the 
homeowner uses to disarm 
their security system, can be 
used by anyone with a smart¬ 
phone. 

Passwords should also be 
more creative. For a time, the 
most common password was: 
"password", making it very 
easy for hackers to invade 
computers. Try to work out a 
system that combines num¬ 
bers and letters, both lower 
and upper case, in a way that 
can be changed frequently 
but still memorable. Also, for 
as little as $40, key logging 
software can be purchased, 
which allows potential hack¬ 
ers on a remote computer to 
read every keystroke on your 
computer, undetected. Com¬ 
puter users must be very care¬ 
ful about opening 
attachments, following links 
or downloading files which 
can contain key-logging soft¬ 
ware, providing instant ac¬ 
cess to all passwords and 
information. "Passwords are 
key, but also the weakest link 
in information security." 

Mr. Zehring also empha¬ 
sized the importance of alert, 
well trained employees in all 
aspects of security, over tech¬ 
nology. "Crime prevention is 
the recognition and anticipa¬ 
tion of crime risks, and steps 
taken to reduce or eliminate 
those risks," he explained. 


"Companies must understand 
the correct questions before 
you can discern the correct an¬ 
swers. You must comprehend 
the scope of the problems be¬ 
fore you can determine the 
correct solutions and must 
carefully analyze the solutions 
to see if they are obsolete, or 
even worse, create more prob¬ 
lems!" 

One particular technology 
often replied upon is alarm 
systems. However, in the 
U.S., a policy of Verified Re¬ 
sponse is a new wave in law 
enforcement. Alarms are 


often triggered without a 
treat; in fact, it is the case 
around 90% of the time. It 
has prompted police depart¬ 
ments to ignore alarms with 
annoying regularly. Putting in 
a multiple system that would 
show several alarms going 
off, indicating movement 
through a premises, or a cas¬ 
cade system, would more 
likely illicit a response, as 
would a security guard or 
hidden surveillance cameras 
on hand to verify the need for 
a police response.

Vaccines for a new strain of influenza virus 
recommend by the Department of Public Health 


ORANJESTAD - The De- 
partment of Public Health has 
received information from 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion (WHO) and the 
Caribbean Public Health 
Agency (CARPHA) about 
cases of Influenza known as 
type H7N9 in China, type 
H1N1 in Venezuela and res¬ 
piratory infection cases 
caused by Corona Virus in 
some Middle East countries. 

On Aruba, we do not have 
any of these viruses, at pres¬ 
ent, but it is still very impor¬ 
tant to take all the necessary 
precautions to prevent being 
infected with a virus that can 
cause influenza. Aruba is a 
place that receives visitors 
from around the world. 

Persons who are at risk for 


getting influenza are advised 
to go to their doctor for a vac¬ 
cination. Risk groups are: in¬ 
dividuals with chronic 
asthma, diabetes, heart condi¬ 
tions or having had a stroke. 
Also those who are 65 years 
or older, pregnant, infected 
with HIV/AIDS, cancer pa¬ 
tients, and children under 5 
years, especially those 
younger than 2 years, should 
be considered as candidates 
for the vaccine. 

The Department of Health 
advises everyone to take the 
following precautions to 
avoid an infection: 

Get a vaccination, avoid 
close contact with sick peo¬ 
ple, stay home if you are sick, 
cover the mouth when 
coughing or sneezing, disin¬ 


fect hands or wash them fre¬ 
quently with soap, try not to 
touch eyes, nose or mouth, 
and maintain a healthy 
lifestyle. Be sure to get 
enough sleep and physical 
activities. Consume plenty of 
water and eat nutritious and 
healthy food. 

The influenza vaccine is 
available at the ‘Dienst Be- 
smettelijke Ziekten - DBZ - 
the department for Infectious 
Diseases and costs Afls. 15. 
Persons belonging to the risk 
group will receive the vaccine 
free of charge upon present¬ 
ing a doctor *s prescription in¬ 
dicating they should.

First Leatherback Sea Turtle nest of 2013 
has hatched 


During the daily end-of-the- 
day control one of the volun¬ 
teers of Turtugaruba noticed 
a dimple in one of the pro¬ 
tected nests in front of La 
Quinta. Incubation for a 
Leatherback nest is 60 - 70 
days and this nest, the first 
one of 2013, counted already 
69 days. At 5 PM the hole 
was small (about 20 cm) and 
shallow, but the sand in it was 
moving every now and then. 
After a while a black point 
appears, the tiny head of a 
hatchling, a sure sign that the 
nest is going to hatch. The 
hatchlings will scurry to the 
sea as a group, all together. 
A drop in temperature nor¬ 
mally activates the hatchlings 
to break free from the nest. 
The number of onlookers is 
increasing, and while waiting 
a lot of their questions is an¬ 
swered by the volunteers of 
Turtugaruba: 

“Where is the mother 
turtle?” The female came 


ashore March, 13 th and left 
her eggs to incubate in the 
warm sand. She covered the 
nest carefully and camou¬ 
flaged the nesting spot, re¬ 
turned to the sea and will not 
look after her offspring. 

“How do you know 
where the nests 
are?” During the 
nesting season 
(March - July) 
volunteers of 
Turtugaruba 
walk the i 
beach every 
morning at 
5.30 AM and 
monitoring 
also takes place 
at night. 

Barriers are placed 
around a nest immediately 
after the female turtle has re¬ 
turned to the sea or when the 
nest is discovered. 

By now the sun has set 
and it’s getting dark. That 
means that the onlookers can¬ 


not take pictures anymore. 
Sea turtles are disoriented by 
artificial light and will not 
find the sea, so absolutely no 
lights and “NO FLASH” is 
the policy! 

It takes till about 7 PM be¬ 
fore there is significant 
movement: the sand 
in the dimple 
turns black 
now and this 
black spot is 
increas¬ 
ing. ...get- 
t i n g 
wider... . 
the entire 
group wells 
up. All tiny tur¬ 
tles (44 are 
counted) scurry to the 

sea...

AFP) — He also praised those 
who have offered shelter for 
those whose homes were de¬ 
stroyed. 

"This is a strong commu¬ 
nity. With strong character. 
There's no doubt they're going 
to bounce back, but they need 
help," he said. 

"Just like any of us would 
need help if we saw the kind 
of devastation that we're see¬ 
ing here." 

Obama was in Oklahoma 
to view the devastation first¬ 
hand and meet with survivors 
and first responders. He was 
accompanied through the 
scene by Governor Mary 
Fallin, FEMA administrator 
Craig Fugate, and other local 
officials. 

The tornado was one of the 
most powerful in years, damag¬ 
ing or destroying 1,200 homes 
and affecting an estimated 
33,000 people, according to a 
recent update from officials. 
Initial damages have been esti¬ 
mated at around $2 billion. 


BERLIN (AFP) - Chinese 
Premier Li Keqiang said Sun¬ 
day that China was open to 
any solution for resolving the 
conflict in Syria that was ac¬ 
ceptable to all parties in the 
bloody unrest. 

Speaking at a joint press 
conference with German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel, Li 
referred to a Geneva peace 
conference on Syria that has 
been proposed by the US and 
Russia. 

"The Chinese side is open 
and actively disposed towards 
all possible political solution 
which can be accepted by all 
Syrian sides," Li said, speak¬ 
ing through an interpreter. 


Speaking to CNN earlier in 
the day, Governor Fallin said 
she is seeking help streamlin¬ 
ing assistance to her battered 
state from the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency 
(FEMA) following the power¬ 
ful twister, which ripped 
through this Oklahoma suburb 
almost one week ago, injuring 
377 people. 

"What I need is the ability 
to get through red tape, the 
ability to get the FEMA funds 
in here quickly and to get the 
services that our citizens need 
to help them recover through 
this terrible disaster," she said. 

A public memorial was to 
be held later Sunday in the 
tight-knit community. 

The United States experi¬ 
ences three out of four torna¬ 
does in the world, but the one 
that hit Monday was an un¬ 
usually powerful EF-5 on the 
Enhanced Fujita scale — the 
highest possible level — and 
touched down with little ad¬ 
vance notice. 


He said the situation in 
Syria, where the war has 
killed more than 90,000 peo¬ 
ple, was currently "very com¬ 
plex and also serious. This 
situation is alarming." 

China believes that the in¬ 
ternational community should 
together play an "active and 
constructive role" in finding a 
solution in Syria, Li, who is on 
a three-day visit to Germany, 
said. 

Syria's foreign minister 
said on Sunday that his gov¬ 
ernment will take part in a 
peace conference in Geneva, 
terming it a "good opportunity 
for a political solution" to the 
civil war in Syria. 


Colombia, 
rebels reach 
deal on land 
reform 

HAVANA (AFP) - The gov¬ 
ernment of Colombia and 
leftist rebels said Sunday 
they have reached a deal on 
land reform, one of the most 
contentious items in their 
drawn-out peace negotia¬ 
tions. 

The agreement between 
Bogota and the Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Colom¬ 
bia would compensate those 
who have lost land or were 
displaced from their property, 
said Cuban diplomat Carlos 
Fernandez de Cossio, whose 
country played host to the 
months-long negotiations. 

So far, the talks at the Ha¬ 
vana Convention Center have 
focused almost entirely on 
land reform — the first of five 
agenda items to be discussed. 

Land distribution was one 
of the triggers of the decades- 
old conflict in Colombia, 
where there is gaping in¬ 
equality that divides wealthy 
landowners and poor peas¬ 
ants. 

Both delegations will take 
a break of several days, and 
then begin talks on political 
participation. 

Other agenda items in¬ 
clude illicit drugs, decom¬ 
missioning weapons and how 
to handle the victims of the 
armed conflict that has 
gripped Colombia for nearly 
half a century. 

The FARC, Colombia's 
largest guerrilla group, has 
been in talks with Bogota 
since November 19 to end 
their nearly 50-year-old in¬ 
surgency, the longest-running 
in Latin America. 

Guatemala ex¬ 
leader due in 
US court 
Tuesday 

NEW YORK (AFP) - 
Guatemalan ex-president Al¬ 
fonso Portillo, jailed in New 
York after being extradited 
from his home country, will 
face his first US court hearing 
on Tuesday, officials said. 

The 61-year-old, who faces 
charges he laundered $70 mil¬ 
lion of swindled government 
funds through US banks, was 
the first former Latin Ameri¬ 
can leader ever to be extra¬ 
dited to the United States. 

After arriving in the US on 
Friday, he was taken first to a 
hospital for a medical check, 
but was quickly discharged 
and transferred to a jail in 
southern Manhattan, the con¬ 
sulate said. 


RAIPUR, India (AFP) - A 
heavily-armed gang of nearly 
300 Maoist rebels killed at 
least 24 people in an attack on 
a convoy of local Congress 
party leaders and supporters in 
central India, police said Sun¬ 
day. 

The land mine and gun at¬ 
tack on Saturday was the 
deadliest in three years, and 
the latest in a long-simmering 
conflict that pits the insurgents 
against authorities in the 
forests of mainly central and 
eastern India. 

Congress chief Sonia 
Gandhi, who rushed to the 
Chhattisgarh state capital 
Raipur along with Prime Min¬ 
ister Manmohan Singh after 
the ambush, condemned what 
she called a "cowardly act" by 
the Maoists. 

"It is not an attack on Con¬ 
gress or its leaders, but an at¬ 
tack on democratic values," 


she told Congress party work¬ 
ers after visiting the injured, 
according to the Press Trust of 
India news agency. 

State Congress chief Nand 
Kumar Patel, his son Dinesh, 
and former state home minis¬ 
ter Mahendra Karma — who 
had set up a controversial anti- 
Maoist group in 2005 - were 
among those killed in the as¬ 
sault in a remote tribal belt of 
the state. 

"The attack has killed 24 
people so far. As many as 37 
people are also injured, many 
of them seriously," state police 
director-general told AFP. 

The state government has 
announced a judicial inquiry 
into the killings. 

The rebels triggered a land 
mine before opening fire at the 
convoy of Congress party 
workers and leaders who were 
leaving the area after a politi¬ 
cal rally, police said. 


South African woman in demon ritual theft charge 

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - A South African woman is fighting 
fraud charges for stealing casino patrons' jewellery after pre¬ 
tending they were for good luck rituals with an African demon. 

Nancy Shanelle Naidoo promised customers a tokoloshe — a 
mythical sprite-like creature — would bring them luck while 
gambling after she prayed over their possessions. But after tak¬ 
ing the possessions for the rituals, she never returned the per¬ 
fume, watches, bracelets and necklaces from luxury brands like 
Gucci and Michel Herbelin, reported the Sunday Times.

CANNES (AFP) - An auda¬ 
cious lesbian love story featur¬ 
ing hardcore sex, ’’Blue is the 
Warmest Colour" by French- 
Tunisian director Abdellatif 
Kechiche, won the top prize 
Sunday at the Cannes Film Fes¬ 
tival in a watershed year for gay 
rights. 

An all-star jury at cinema's 
top showcase led this year by 
Hollywood director Steven 
Spielberg crowned the graphi¬ 
cally erotic coming-of-age 
story set in France and clocking 
in at an epic three hours. 

In an unusual step, Spielberg 
awarded the prize to Kechiche 
as well as the film's two stars, 
Adele Exarchopoulos and Lea 
Seydoux, who joined him on 
stage to cheers and calls of 
"bravo" from the ceremony's 
audience. 

The Tunis-born Kechiche, 
52, also hailed the spirit of the 
Arab Spring as he claimed his 
gong in what critics called a 
strong year at the festival. 


Spielberg said choice of the 
international jury including fel¬ 
low Oscar winners Ang Lee, 
Nicole Kidman and Christoph 
Waltz had been unanimous. 

The runner-up award, the 
Grand Prix, went to Joel and 
Ethan Coen's "Inside Llewyn 
Davis" starring Carey Mulli¬ 
gan, Justin Timberlake and 
newcomer Oscar Isaac in the 
title role, which delighted audi¬ 
ences with a mix of soulful 
1960s folk singing and absur¬ 
dist humour. 

The Coens' film "Barton 
Fink" won Cannes in 1991 and 
the brothers last entered the 
running in 2007 with "No 
Country for Old Men". 

Mexico's Amat Escalante 
claimed best director for the 
ultra-violent "Heli" about his 
country's blood-drenched drug 
wars. 

The 34-year-old filmmaker 
showed a family trapped in a vi¬ 
cious circle of crime and re¬ 
venge, with torture scenes 


SAN ANTONIO - A massive 
storm system has dumped 
more than 10 inches of rain 
over San Antonio, leaving the 
Texas city flooded and at a 
standstill on Saturday. 

Two women died, one of 
them after being swept away 
moments after being inches 
from her would-be rescuers — 
due to raging floodwaters in 
San Antonio, which braced for 
yet more drenching rains. 

At one point Saturday, a 
storm and subsequent floods 
had knocked out power to 
about 12,000 customers and 
spurred the closure of dozens 
of streets in the Texas city and 
the surrounding county, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Scores of people had to be 
evacuated due to floods and 
other issues, and Fire Chief 
Charles Hood noted there had 
been about 250 water-related 
calls — in addition to ones for 
things like medical emergen¬ 



cies, accidents and more — in 
the first 15 hours of Saturday. 

The rains that fell on San 
Antonio left more than 200 
residents stranded in cars and 


homes when water suddenly 
rose as high as 4 feet in some 
locations. There were also sig¬ 
nificant traffic jams. 

The National Weather Serv¬ 
ice issued a flash flood watch 
for seven counties on Sunday, 
saying thunderstorms could 
produce rainfall at a rate of 2 
to 4 inches per hour. Flood 
warnings remained in effect 
for several rivers already well 
above the flood stage. 

The San Antonio Interna¬ 
tional Airport by Saturday af¬ 
ternoon had recorded 9.87 
inches of rain since midnight. 

Saturday marks the second- 
wettest day ever recorded in 
San Antonio. The wettest day 
on record is Oct. 17, 1998, 
when 11.62 inches of rain fell.

Obesity weighs down on top soda guzzler 
Mexico 



MEXICO CITY (AFP) - 
Artemio Martinez balanced his 
corpulent frame on a stool in a 
Mexico City street taco stand, 
downing a sweet soda and eat¬ 
ing a final pork-filled com tor¬ 
tilla. 

"Can you give me another 
soft drink to quickly wash 
down the fifth taco? And the 
bill please,” Martinez, a 42- 
year-old accountant weighing 
in at 140 kilograms (309 
pounds), asked the cook. 

The damage for his wallet is 
relatively light: 40 pesos ($3) 
for five meat tortillas and 18 
pesos ($1.4) for two sodas. 

But Mexico is paying a 
heavy price for its diet, giving 
it the dubious distinction of 
being the world’s top consumer 
of sodas and home of the 
world's second most obese 
population after its giant north¬ 
ern neighbor, the United States. 

Latin America's second 
biggest economy after Brazil 


has lived through lean times in 
the past, with a damaging peso 
crisis in 1994 and the global fi¬ 
nancial debacle in 2009. But it 
has enjoyed periods of growth. 

And Alejandro Calvillo, di¬ 
rector of the Consumer Power 
non-govemmental organiza¬ 
tion, said the free trade pacts 
credited with helping Mexico's 
economy grow have stuffed the 
country with less healthy 
foods. 

With trade pacts, Mexico 
has "surrendered to the com¬ 
mercial values of transnational 
companies that displaced the 
traditional Mexican diet,” he 
said, blaming also the "relent¬ 
less” advertising for such prod¬ 
ucts. 

Mexico's obesity rate soared 
from 9.5 percent in 1988 to 32 
percent last year in the nation 
of 112 million people, accord¬ 
ing to the National Medical 
Academy. And a staggering 70 
percent of the population is 



overweight — even though al¬ 
most half the population lives 
in poverty. 

Mexico guzzles down 163 
liters (43 gallons) of soda per 
capita per year, according to a 
Yale University study. 

The country accounts for 
22,000 of the 180,000 annual 
deaths worldwide associated 
with sugary drink consump¬ 
tion, a Harvard University 
study found. 

This makes sodas, which 
come in cola, grape, orange 
and lemon flavors, a bigger 
killer than the nation's dmg 
war, which left 10,000 people 
dead last year. 

Several factors contribute to 
making a nation obese, includ¬ 
ing genes, but bad habits 
adopted by modern societies 
are mostly to blame, said 
David Garner, founder of the 
US-based River Centre Clinic, 
which treats eating disorders. 

In late 2012, a bill was in- 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Four 
separate teams of scientists 
have said they were unable to 
replicate a highly publicized 
study that last year touted a 
cancer drug's success against 
Alzheimer's disease in mice. 

"We wanted to repeat the 
study to see if we could build 
on it, and we couldn't,” said 
David Borchelt, a professor of 
neuroscience at the University 
of Florida, noting that "it was 
important to publish the fact.” 

The high profile 2012 study 
in the US journal Science found 
that mice treated with 
bexarotene became rapidly 
smarter and the plaque in their 
brains that was causing 
Alzheimer's started to disap¬ 
pear within hours. 

The drug was believed to 


troduced in Mexico's Congress 
to impose a tax on sweet fizzy 
drinks and regulate advertising 
for them, but the initiatives fiz¬ 
zled out. 

The Mexican government 
recently announced it would 
implement a strategy to combat 
obesity, without providing 
much details. 

The country's weight prob¬ 
lem is becoming a heavy bur¬ 
den on the overstretched public 
health system, estimated by it¬ 
self to cost the country $11.7 
billion by 2017. 

The most common reasons 
for hospitalizations in Mexico 
are heart attacks, high blood 
pressure and diabetes, a disease 
that affects 14 percent of the 
population and kills 80,000 
people per year. 

To deal with the problem, 
several clinics offer free and 
cheap gastric bypass surgeries, 
a procedure that reduces the 
size of the stomach. 


work by boosting levels of a 
protein, Apolipoprotein E 
(ApoE), that helps clear 
amyloid plaque buildup in 
the brain, a key hallmark of 
Alzheimer's disease. 

"We were shocked and 
amazed,” lead author Gary 
Landreth, a professor in the 
Department of Neuro¬ 
sciences at Case Western Re¬ 
serve University School of 
Medicine in Ohio, told AFP 
when the study was pub¬ 
lished in February 2012. 

But a key part of science 
is being able to replicate the 
findings of any research, and 
international researchers re¬ 
ported in four separate papers 
in Science's May 24 edition that 
they had failed to do so. 

Other researchers who pub¬ 
lished their attempts were Bart 
De Strooper, director of the 
VIB Center for the Biology of 
Disease in Belgium, and San- 
gram Sisodia, director of the 
Center for Molecular Neurobi¬ 
ology at the University of 
Chicago. 

The scientists said their 
studies showed no effect on the 
plaque levels in three different 
populations of lab mice treated 
with bexarotene. 

A fourth group of re¬ 
searchers said they observed 
mental gains in the mice but 
could not confirm they were 
achieved by the mechanism ini¬ 
tially reported, said co-author 
Iliya Lefterov, associate profes¬ 
sor at the University of Pitts¬ 
burgh Graduate School of 
Public Health. 

"While we were able to ver¬ 
ify that the mice quickly re¬ 
gained their lost cognitive skills 
and confirmed the decrease in 
amyloid beta peptides in the in¬ 
terstitial fluid that surrounds 
brain cells, we did not find any 
evidence that the drug cleared 
the plaques from their brains.” 

The findings should also 
serve as a warning for doctors 
not to prescribe bexarotene as 
an off-label treatment for 
Alzheimer's, researchers said. 

The drug, also known as 
Targretin, was approved by the 
US Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion in 1999 for treating a type 
of skin cancer known as refrac¬ 
tory cutaneous T-cell lym¬ 
phoma. 

"Anecdotally, we have all 
heard that physicians are treat¬ 
ing their Alzheimer's patients 
with bexarotene, a cancer drug 
with severe side effects,” said 
Robert Vassar, professor of cell 
and molecular biology at 
Northwestern University Fein- 
berg School of Medicine.

Germany must spread cost 
of energy shift fairly: IEA 


BERLIN (AFP) - The Interna¬ 
tional Energy Agency said 
that Germany must shield its 
consumers from paying too 
much of the cost of its ambi¬ 
tious switch from nuclear 
power and fossil fuels toward 
renewable energy. 

The IEA also said Europe's 
biggest economy should make 
greater use of natural gas to 
smoothe the transition and re¬ 
duce the use of coal to meet its 
carbon reduction targets to 
combat climate change. 

Given the scale of the "En- 
ergiewende" or energy shift, 
the size of the German econ¬ 
omy and its location at the 
heart of Europe, the agency 
said in a regular review that 
further steps are needed "to 
maintain a balance between 
sustainability, affordability 
and competitiveness". 

Chancellor Angela Merkel 
decided after Japan's 2011 
Fukushima nuclear accident to 
phase out nuclear power by 
2022, an about-turn that 
started with the immediate clo¬ 
sure of the eight oldest plants. 

Since then Germany has ac¬ 
celerated a boom in wind 


farms, solar power and biofu¬ 
els, promoted by subsidies and 
legal reforms, with the goal of 
gaining half of its electricity 
from renewables by 2030. 

Legal reform in 2000 "has 
proven very effective in intro¬ 
ducing renewable energies; 
notably electricity generation 
from biomass, wind energy 
and solar photovoltaics," the 
report said. 

However, the Paris-based 
IEA pointed to a political de¬ 
bate in Germany about dis¬ 
counts given to industry, 
which have been financed in 
part by higher power bills for 
consumers and a tax sur¬ 
charge. 

It also pointed to the geo¬ 
graphic spread between the re¬ 
newables' supply and demand. 
While most wind farms are in 
Germany's coastal north, the 
highest demand is in the in¬ 
dustrial south and west. 

Germany is planning to 
massively expand its trans¬ 
mission and distribution net¬ 
works, a costly process 
complicated by local opposi¬ 
tion in many places to the new 
power infrastructure.

The Peruvian law is similar 
to the laws in Europe where 
genetically modified seeds are 
prohibited from entering the 
country for plantation. 

The world is becoming 
more and more aware of the 
dangers of GMO products, 
hence more consumers are 
choosing to purchase locally 
grown organic products. 

Santa Rosa continues to en¬ 
courage the community to 
plant their own products, their 
own fruits and vegetables. In¬ 
formation and ideas on how to 
do your own planting can be 
obtained at Santa Rosa, where 
the consumption of local agri¬ 
cultural, fisheries and livestock 
products are a priority.

Kerry unveils $4 bn Palestinian 
investment plan

AL SHUNAH (AFP) - US Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry un¬ 
veiled on Sunday a plan to 
boost the Palestinian economy 
by attracting $4 billion in pri¬ 
vate investment, saying it could 
transform the lives of the peo¬ 
ple. 

As he seeks to bring Israel 
and the Palestinians back to 
the table to negotiate a peace 
deal, Kerry said it was also im¬ 
perative to create jobs and 
meet the hopes of young peo¬ 
ple for a better economic fu¬ 
ture. 

He has tasked Tony Blair, 
the Quartet's special envoy to 
the Middle East, with drawing 
up a plan to revitalise the West 
Bank through boosting indus¬ 
tries such as tourism, construc¬ 
tion and agriculture. 

Blair's plan, being aided by 
some global business leaders 
who are giving their time free, 
could be "ground-shaking," 
Kerry said, adding it could 
lead to "a private-sector-led 
healthy, sustainable Palestinian 
economy". 

The group was putting to¬ 
gether recommendations for 
the Palestinian leadership to 
decide on, aiming to "mobilise 
some $4 billion of invest¬ 
ment". 

Some 100,000 jobs in home 
construction alone could be 
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created in the next three years, 
while tourism could triple. 

The West Bank had seen 
moderate growth in recent 
years only to be set back by Is¬ 
raeli and Western moves to 
stall aid following the Palestin¬ 
ian bid for upgraded UN sta¬ 
tus. 

But Kerry warned the forum 
it stood before a historic mo¬ 
ment, amid the yearnings for 
greater economic and social 
freedoms unleashed by the 
Arab Spring. 

"We ignore the lessons of 
the Arab awakening at our own 
peril... it is imperative that all 
of us channel our creativity 
and energy into making sure 
that people do actually have 
better choices," he said. 

He urged public and private 
sectors to work together saying 
they each "have a responsibil¬ 
ity to meet the demands of this 
moment and one can't do it 
without the other. We need you 
at the table". 

"If we don't eagerly grab 
this moment we will condemn 
ourselves to a future conflict. 
We are staring down a danger¬ 
ous path filled with potential vi¬ 


olence, with the capacity to 
harden divisions, increase insta¬ 
bility. And this will be a path 
filled by violent extremists who 
rush to fill the vacuum." 

In a separate initiative un¬ 
veiled at the forum in the Jor¬ 
danian town of A1 Shunah, 
some 300 Israeli and Palestin¬ 
ian executives from some large 
businesses also urged their gov¬ 
ernments to move towards a 
two-state solution. 

The Breaking the Impasse 
Initiative vowed to use their in¬ 
fluence to convince the leaders 
on both sides to resume serious 
talks, stalled since late 2010. 

Israeli President Shimon 
Peres urged Palestinian leader 
Mahmud Abbas who was sit¬ 
ting in the same front row of 
chairs to "return to negotiations 
as soon as possible and bring 
peace". 

Talks between the two sides 
have been stalled since late 
2010. 

Abbas also called for young 
Palestinians to be given hope of 
a better future, and said his peo¬ 
ple "want to live with neigh¬ 
bours who we respect and they 
respect us also". 

But in a sign of the wide di¬ 
visions, Abbas stressed he 
would not take the issue of the 
return of Palestinian refugees 
off the negotiating table, and 
called again for Israel to free 
prisoners held since before 
1993. 

Late Sunday, Kerry had a pri¬ 
vate dinner with the United 
Arab Emirates Foreign Minister 
Abdullah bin Zayed, Jordanian 
Foreign Minister Nasse Judeh, 
Blair and American business¬ 
man Tim Collins. 

He was also expected to meet 
again with Abbas following his 
trip to Israel and the West Bank 
last week.

Mexico reforms knock Slim 
off world's richest perch 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Mex¬ 
ican tycoon Carlos Slim held 
the title of the world's richest 
man for the past three years 
until a new president rolled 
into town with a vast economic 
reform agenda. 

Enrique Pena Nieto's push to 
overhaul the telecoms industry, 
a sector dominated by Slim, 
has weighed down on stock 
prices of the billionaire's Amer¬ 
ica Movil phone empire, ana¬ 
lysts say. 

Three weeks after Congress 
approved the legislation, and a 
boatload of dollars later, 
Forbes magazine declared 
Wednesday that Microsoft 
founder Bill Gates had re¬ 
claimed the wealth throne he 
bequeathed to Slim in 2010. 

Slim's $69.1 billion com¬ 
pared to $69.8 billion for Gates 
after America Movil shares 
dropped further — a spectacular 
reversal of fortune from just 
over a month ago, when Forbes 
put Slim on top of its 2013 rich 
list with a net worth of $73 bil¬ 
lion. 

Jorge Bravo, web editor of 
the industry consultancy Medi- 
atelecom, said reaching the top 
of the list had ultimately back¬ 
fired on Slim. 

"A series of regulations and 
media effects began against 
him for being the richest man 
in the world in a country that 
doesn't exactly have his wealth 


and has a lot of poverty," Bravo 
told AFP. 

Slim's spokesman declined 
to comment. 

America Movil owns fixed- 
line and mobile phone busi¬ 
nesses as well as Internet and 
cable television services in 17 
Latin American nations and the 
United States. 

In Mexico, his landline firm 
Telmex controls 80 percent of 
the industry while his cell¬ 
phone service, Telcel, holds 70 
percent of the mobile market. 

Pena Nieto took office in 
December with a pledge to re¬ 
form key sectors in the country, 
forming an unprecedented pact 
with rivals to lock down sup¬ 
port. 

The telecoms bill has yet to 
become law and the impact it 
will have on Slim's dominion 
remains unclear, analysts said, 
but it has made investors shy 
away from America Movil. 

The company's shares closed 
at 12.54 pesos ($1) on the 
Mexico stock exchange on Fri¬ 
day, down 0.32 percent from 
the previous day. 

Ignacio Cedillo Bravo, an an¬ 
alyst with financial consul¬ 
tancy Bursametrica, said Slim's 
other companies — with inter¬ 
ests in mining, auto parts and 
retail -- have also been affected 
by a general drop in Mexico's 
stock market, which has fallen 
7.29 percent over the past year.

Golf: Weekley back in PGA winner's 
circle at Colonial 


Golf: South Korea’s 
Lee captures short¬ 
ened LPGA event 



FORT WORTH (AFP) - Boo 
Weekley won the US PGA 
Tour's $6.4 million Crowne 
Plaza Invitational on Sunday, 
firing a final-round 66 to claim 
his third career title, and his 
first since 2008. 

Weekley, whose career has 
been hindered by injury since 
he won back-to-back titles at 
the RBC Heritage in 2007 and 
2008, had six birdies in his sec¬ 
ond straight 66 at Colonial 


Country Club for a 14-under 
par total of 266. 

He finished one stroke in 
front of overnight leader Matt 
Kuchar, with 2012 champion 
Zach Johnson alone in third a 
further stroke back. 

Weekley's six birdies in¬ 
cluded a burst of three in a row 
from the eighth hole. 

He moved to 14-under for 
the tournament when he rolled 
in a 21-foot birdie putt at the 


par-three 13 th. 

Weekley held a two-stroke 
lead when he arrived at 18, 
where his long birdie putt 
kissed the edge of the cup but 
didn't drop. 

It didn't matter. He tapped in 
for par after Kuchar, two 
strokes adrift and playing in the 
final group behind him, sent his 
tee shot at 18 left. 

Kuchar recovered to birdie 
the last, completing a 68 that 
gave him sole possession of 
second place on 267, with 
Johnson already in the club¬ 
house on 268 after a final- 
round 66. 

"We're back," said Weekley, 
who has battled various in¬ 
juries since hurting his shoul¬ 
der in 2009. "We finally made 
it back." 

Scott Stallings (66), John 
Rollins (68) and Matt Every 
(69) shared fourth on 269. 


NASSAU (AFP) - South 
Korea's Lee Il-Hee captured 
her first LPGA title on Sunday, 
firing a five-under par 42 over 
a 12-hole round to win the 
weather-hit Pure Silk Bahamas 
Classic by two strokes over 
Irene Cho. 

After a bogey-free final 
round, Lee finished on 11- 
under 126 for 36 holes played 
in three 12-hole rounds due to 
course flooding. 

She foiling American Cho's 
bid for her first LPGA triumph 
after a seven-under 40 in the 
final round. 

Until a third-place finish ear¬ 
lier this month at the Kingsmill 
Championship, Lee's best 
LPGA showing was a share of 
fourth at last year's US 
Women's Open. 

Severe winds and rain 
nagged players over the last 
round, which was needed to 
reach the minimum 36 holes 
that made the tournament offi¬ 
cial. 


LPGA officials came up with 
the 12-hole, three-day format to 
salvage what had been planned 
as a 72-hole event. The course 
was flooded Tuesday by a se¬ 
vere storm that dropped more 
than a foot of rain, dooming 
hopes of playing Thursday. 

The par-3 fourth hole was 
dropped Sunday in favor of the 
once-flooded par-5 18th, chang¬ 
ing the layout from a par-45 to a 
par-47 makeshift layout using 
six holes from each of the Ocean 
Club's front and back nines. 

Lee, 24, opened with three 
birdies in a row and added an¬ 
other at the eighth, a tap-in 
birdie, to reach 10-under for a 
one-stroke lead over Cho with 
four holes to play. 

Lee endured long waits be¬ 
fore her tee shot and approach at 
the oceanside penultimate hole 
before leaving a long birdie putt 
four feet short, but she dropped 
the tension-packed putt to stay 
ahead. 

Blasting her second shot onto 
the green at the par-5 final hole 
just before a heavy rain began, 
Lee missed an 18-foot eagle putt 
but tapped in for birdie and the 
win, which came only when the 
last group finished to make it of¬ 
ficial. 

Cho opened with a birdie, 
added another on the par-5 third 
hole and then eagled the par-5 
fifth hole with a stunning ap¬ 
proach from the fairway. 

Back-to-back birdies at the 
eighth and par-3 ninth, the latter 
from 15 feet, and another at the 
par-5 12th, the course's usual last 
hole, put Cho in the clubhouse 
with the best finish of her career. 

Cho, whose career best had 
been a share of sixth at the 2008 
LPGA Championship, finished 
in the money for only the third 
time this season. 

Sweden's Anna Nordqvist was 
third on 129 with a group shar¬ 
ing fourth on 130 including 
Japan's Mika Miyazato, France's 
Karine Icher and Americans 
Mindy Kim, Paula Creamer and 
Cristie Kerr. 
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LONDON (AFP) - 
Match-winner Arj en 
Robben broke his fi¬ 
nals hoodoo in style on 
Saturday as the flying 
Dutch winger’s late 
strike gave Bayern 
Munich a 2-1 victory 
over Borussia Dort¬ 
mund in the Champi¬ 
ons League final. 

In the past four 
years, Robben had 
played in two Champi¬ 
ons League finals and 
one World Cup final, 
only to finish on the losing 
side on all three occasions, but 
was Bayern's hero at Wemb¬ 
ley. 

Despite having won league 
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titles in four countries, the 
Wembley triumph is his first 
Champions League final win 
with Bayern at the third at¬ 
tempt as he claimed the man- 
of-the-match award in 
London. 

He started for Bayern in 
both the 2010 and 2012 
Champions League finals, 
when his extra-time penalty 
against Chelsea was infa¬ 
mously saved last season in 
Munich as the trophy went to 
Stamford Bridge. 

But he made amends at 
Wembley by setting up Mario 
Mandzukic for Bayern's 
opener on 60 minutes, then 
broke into the area a minute 
from time and scuffed home 
his shot to break Borussia 


hearts. 

Victory made Bayern coach 
Jupp Heynckes only the fourth 
manager to win the trophy 
with two different clubs after a 
1998 triumph with Real 
Madrid, as he prepares to step 
aside for incoming successor 
Pep Guardiola. 

Having already claimed the 
German title, Bayern will now 
look to complete an unprece¬ 
dented treble by beating VfB 
Stuttgart in the German Cup 
final next weekend. 

There was no second title 
for 1997 winners Dortmund 
but Jurgen Klopp's side more 
than played their part on a 
night of gripping drama in 
front of 86,298 fans at the 
home of English football.
